Carl Trauernicht, bond counsel 
for the city, said legislation to end 
such confusion and bring about a 
uniform ballot on all propositions 
is needed. 

“When voters have to make a 
positive mark to vote for some 
propositions and a negative mark 
to vote for others, it is confus- 
ing,” he d “The present 
state law governing the form of 
bond issue ballots goes back to 
the days when political ballots re- 
quired that the voter strike out 
all the names of candidates ex- 
cept one.

WIESBADEN, Germany, March 
16 (UP)— A number” of Ameri- 
can F-86 Sabre jets, battle-tested 
against Russian-built MIG-15s in 
Korea, arrived in West Germany 
today to bolster western air de- 
fenses against marauding MIGs 
which last week shot down two 
western military planes over Ger- 


many. 

The speedy United States jets 
were sent at once to Fu eld- 
brueck Air Base. It was from that 
base in Bavaria, near the Czecho- 
slovak frontier, that two American 
F-84 Thunderjets took off. last 
Tuesday when they were attacked 
and one was shot down by two 


Air Force announcement said they 
were ordered to the southeast 
corner of the United States zone 
of Germany for “temporary duty.” 
Regular Force Due Soon. 

A regular force of Sabre jets 
had been earmarked for service 
in Germany and will be flown 
here from the United States later 
this week. 

The arrival of the Sabres for 
the first time gives the United 


any Soviet 

craft that violate the 

the United States zone of r- 
many—before the regular force 
of Sabre jets is delivered. 

The Air Force did not say how 
many Sabres were transferred to 
Germany. Its announcement said 
they “may be used as required 
to supplement other aircraft 
available in the performance of 
the normal missions of the 
Air Force.” It added: 

“The investigation of unidenti- 
fied aircraft flights over the 
United tSates zone of Germany is 
a standing operating procedure of 
the Twelfth Air Force. These 
F-86s may participate in such in- 
vestigations when appropriate.” 
Wing to Be Sent. 
The Royal Canadian Air Force 
also has announced plans to send 
a wing of F-86 Sabre jets into 
Germany. They will be based at 
Zweibruecken as part of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion’s growing air force in Eu- 


pe. 

Russian MIG-15s last week 
shot down a British Lincoln bomb- 
er over the northern portion of 
West Germany, made a threat- 
ening mock attack on another 
British bomber and fired at a 
British European Airways pas- 
senger plane when it strayed 
briefly from the permitted Allied 
air corridor from West Germany 
to Berlin. Seven British airmen 
were killed when aq Lincoln 
bomber was shot down. 

British bombers and fighters, 
fully armed, began a week's 
maneuvers over Western Ger- 
many today. 

The planes put into the air over 
western Germany today consti- 
tuted the biggest armed bomber 
and fighter forces since the war. 

The bodies of five of the British 
airmen killed or fatally injured 
when the bomber was shot down 
along the Soviet-British zonal 
borders in Germany, were 
brought out of the Russian zone 
last night. 

The other two parachuted to 
the British zone but died of in- 
juries. 

The bombers—both piston and 
jet planes—will fly out from 
bases in Britain night and day 
for a week, to bomb“ —in imagi- 
nation—targets on the continent. 

Most of their objectives are in 
western Germany and several are 
only a few minutes flying time 
from the Soviet zone border. 

The new British Canberra jet 
bomber will take part as well as 
Washingtons and Lincolas, which 
are World War II types.

The national observance for 
Gottwald will be a small-scale 
version of the elaborate Russian 
observance last week for his Com- 
munist comrade Joseph Stalin. 
Gottwald attended the outdoor 
services for Stalin in freezing 
weather in the Soviet capital's 
Red Square—and there appar- 
ently caught the cold that de- 
veloped into pneumonia with 
complications and resulted in his 
death, 

There has been no announce- 
ment of the successor to Gott- 
wald’s dictatorial contro] over the 
Czech government, the all-power- 
ful Communist party and the 
army and police. 

Observers here speculated that 
the authority might be split 
among several top Reds. The pres- 
idency, possibly turned into a 
figurehead position, might go to 
75-year-old Vice Premier Zdenek 
Nejedly. 

The four-man commission ap- 
pointed to make funeral arrange- 
ments was looked upon as the 
likely heir to actual authority.

St. Louis area where pin oaks 
are among the most desirable or- 
namental shade trees, is an indi- 
cation of an alkaline soil, the 
Bulletin reported.

Aluminum sulphate may be sub- 
stituted for half the sulphur for 
even quicker response. Leaves 
may be sprayed with a solution of 
five pounds of ferrous sulphate 
and two pounds of soy bean flour 
in 100 gallons of water in late 
spring or early summer, but re- 
sults are less lasting.

Basketball F ixer, Now 
In Prison, Gets Another 


Sentence in Tax Evasion 


NEW YORK, March 16 (AP)— 
Salvatore Sollazzo, 49, now serv- 
ing eight to 16 years in prison for 
bribing college basketball players, 
today was sentenced to a year and 
a day and fined $2000 for evad- 
ing more than $264,000 in Federal 
income taxes. 

Sollazzo pleaded guilty last Fri- 
day to two separate indictments 
charging he filed false income tax 
returns in 1945 and 1946. He 
pleaded with Judge Sylvester J. 
Ryan for a light sentence. 

“If you give me time it will put 
the lid on my coffin and finish me 
for life,” Sollazzo told the court. 
“I have a lot of good in me and 
I would like a chance to show it.” 

“There must be some good in 
you, but you kept it submerged 
and never allowed it to influence 
you in your actions with others,“ 
Judge Ryan replied. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Louis I. Kaplan told the court 
that Sollazzo had given the Gov- 
ernment valuable information that 
helped break up a gold-smuggling 
racket involving hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Judge Ryan said he was taking 
that into consideration, as well as 
the fact that Sollazzo faces pos- 
sible deportation to Italy. The 
court added, however, that Sal- 


jlazzo. was “a thief, a chiseler, a 


briber and a gambler.” 

After sentence was pronounced, 
Sollazzo told the judge, “I thank 
you from the bottom of my heart:

Progress in Home Front Defense 

The civil defense plan which Gen. Hardaway 
has just announced represents a solid achieve- 
ment. In two years, St. Louls has not only 
drawn up this master design to protect its popu- 
lation in case of atomic or other attacks from the 
air. It has also enlisted some 30,000 persons 
and trained some 10,000 of them. 

Four thousand of these trained and ready 
defense workers are high school students who 
have received instructions as litter bearers. Civil 
defense has been made a regular part of the 
public school curriculum in St. Louis this year 
for the first tine. A complete warning system, 
with special sirens, is soon to be installed. 

Members of the Fire Department have had 
a test drill, and members of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors have practiced their work of 
operating bulldozers and other heavy equipment 
to clear the way for rescue. — 

Solid as these accomplishments are, they are 
far from the complete job. It is important to 
avoid a false sense of security. Gen. Hardaway, 
the acting civil defense director, says himself 
the defense measures are not yet adequate. 

St. Louis has not yet made arrangements with 
neighboring communities for help. The Legis- 
lature needs to enact a law which would relieve 
these Missouri and Illinois neighbors of liability 
for damages if they came to the aid of St. Louis 
and other cities in Missouri. Much is yet to be 
done about air raid shelters, stocking of medical 
supplies, enlisting of more civilian workers, 
training and drilling. * 

New York City had its first all-out air raid 
test 16 months ago and has had repeated public 
tests and drills since then. St. Louis has not 
yet had a single city-wide air raid drill. 

More co-operation is needed from the Federal 
Government, which has done too little every- 
where,.and from Jefferson City, which has al- 
most folded up the little it had been doing fér 
civil defense.

Lobbyist? Why, No! 

C. Wesley Roberts, Republican National Chair- 
man, painted an odd picture of himself tc Kan- 
sas legislative investigators. He was, he said, a 
man who had worked for companies interested 
in state business but he was not a lobbyist, re- 
quired by law to register. He was, instead, a 
public relations man without an office. 

In this informal kind of employment Roberts 
took a fee of $3750 from Cities Service Gas Co. 
in 1951. That was the year after he had been 
state G. O. P. chairman, and the same year in 
which he got $11,000 in the sale of aa insurance 
company building to the state. 

As in the hospital matter, Roberts denied he 
“lobbied” for Cities Service. He said his job 
was to keep the utility informed about bills in 
which it was interested, not to lobby for or 
against the bills. He did, however, have to “talk 
to a good many chairmen and legislators. .. .” 

It is still a little hard to see how Roberts 
could inquire about the progress of a bill (for a 
fee) without offering opinions for or against the 
bill, or doing something close to lobbying, but 
maybe this is how he worked: 

Roberts: How’s the Cities Service bill coming? 

Legislator: R should pass. : 

Roberts: No comment,

McCarthy investigation seems bent not so much on inquiry as on 
doing utmost damage to Voice of America program, columnist says; 
effect on Voice staff is to make them weigh words with respect to 
what Congressmen think, not to what overseas audience thinks.

There are a good many things the mat- 
ter with the Voice of America but the in- 
vestigation by Senator McCarthy’s commit- 
tee, far from being designed to correct 
them, seems calculated to accentuate 
them to the point where the Voice will 
have difficulty functioning at all. 

The one basic flaw in the Voice is a sort 
of occupational timidity which prevents it 
from speaking with or even formulating a 
clear, coherent, positive philosophy of de- 
mocracy. And the 


tigation which has 
kept the Voice in 


everlasting threat on 
writers and editors, 
whose task is to un- 
dermine the Commu- 


win respect for free 
societies, is disas- 
trous. Practically ev- 
ery word written at 
the Voice is weighed with respect—not to 
the French peasant at whom it will be 
aimed—but to the Congressmen who may 
later investigate it. 

Propaganda is one of the world’s most 
difficult arts and one at which we are still 
‘children. Even given the utmost freedom, 
the Voice could be expected to make some 
mistakes. The threat of investigation in- 
evitably tends to drive writers into the 
safe waters.of the innocuous and the dull, 
neither of which is a véry effective propa- 
ganda weapon. Considering everything, it’s 
a wonder that the Voice is as potent as it 


Congress, of course, has not only the 
right but the duty to investigate. Still, one 
wonders just what Senator McCarthy is up 
to in this one. First there was a parade of 
malcontents to the witness stand, each 
bearing a grudge against some past or 
present superior on the Voice. Their testi- 
mony was an incredible display of pettish- 
ness. , 

It was what may be described as predi- 
gested testimony. That is, the committee 
counsel had already heard it all and picked 
what he wanted repeated in the glare of 
the television cameras. Still, in spite of 
this careful rehearsal, the witnesses didn’t 
always perform according to plan.

The question of a man’s beliefs, which 
are a matter for his own conscience, were 
brought out several times. 

Did 
Reed Harris still believe the things he 
wrote 21 years earlier in a book called 
“King Football”? He denied it, too. 


Even if they were guilty of these frrele- 
vant charges (and they apparently were 
not), what has this to do with the Voice 
of America? As Edward R. Murrow, point- 
ed out dryly on “See It Now,” the proper 
sphere of investigation of the Voice is in 
what it is saying in 46 la es to the 
world—not to go delving in a 21-year-old 
book called “King Football.” 


The whole intent of the McCarthy inves- 
tigation seems to be not to investigate but 
to do the utmost damage to the Voice. And 
they’re doing plenty of damage to its pres- 
tige on both sides of the Iron Curtain. 

Does this help the cause of anti-Com- 
munism? After alr the Voice, for all its 
faults, ig taken seriously enough by the 
Communists so that they spend millions of 
dollars trying to jam its broadcasts to 
keep them from being heard on the other 
side of the Iron Curtain. 

Instead of spending all the money on 
transmitters, the Communists should just 
have hired Senator McCarthy, who seems 
intent on jamming the Voice from this 
side of the Atlantic,

He soon was able to report he

Dr. Baruch submitted his re- 
signation in 1949 and President 
Truman, who then was on poor 
terms with Bernard Baruch, ac- 
cepted it. 

Dr. Baruth’s brother, Hartwig 
Baruch, a famous actor of the 
1890s, died two weeks ago at the 
age of 84.

Baruch, a financier, now lives in

Dr. Baruch died at his Long 
Island home, Bagatell, near here. 

After leaving the diplomatic 
service: he devoted his time as 
president of the Simon Baruch 
foundation, established in honor 
of his father to work toward dis- 
covering the causes and cure of 
infantile paralysis.

Respect for Parent Is Basis 
of Citizenship. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 2 
(AP)—President Eisenhower said 
today “it is an old but unchang- 
ing truth that the father repre- 
sents authority in the home. 


Eisenhower made the com- 
ment in a message to ths twenty- 
first annual convention of the 


here at the start of the three- 
day sessions. 

The President, in a letter to the 
Rev. Edgar Schmiedeler, director 
of the Family Life Bureau, Wash- 
ington, said he noted with inter- 
est that the general theme of your 
convention is ‘the father, the head 
of the home.” 

“It is no less true that mem- 


spect for public authority,” the 
President said. 

In this sense, the respect and 
authority deserved and com- 
manded by the father are the 
source of respect for law it- 
self in society at large.“ 

The most Rev. Amleto Giovan- 
ni Cicognani, apostolic delegate 
to the United States, speaking at 
the pontifical mass which opened 
the convention at the Cathedral 
of SS. Peter and Paul, declared 
“the home is the family school 
and there is no substitute for it.” 

“There the father must pre- 
side; there he teaches; there he 
gives his personal imprint to the 
education of his children,” Arch- 
bishop Cicognani said. 

“Fathers and mothers, be con- 
cerned with the future of your 
children. The future will largely 
be determined by the prepara- 
tions you make.”

CLEVELAND, March 16 (UP 


The National Council of Jewish 
Women opened its twentieth tri- 
ennial convention here last night 
with a warning that the death of 
Joseph Stalin in Russia offers no 
hope of Communism losing any of 
its “unrelenting ruthlessness.” 

Mrs. Irving M. Engel of New 
York City, president of the coun- 
cil, told the more than 800 dele- 
gates at the start of the five-day 
convention that Stalin and 
(Georgi) Malenkov (Stalin’s suc- 
cessor) are but two sides of the 
same coin. There can be little 
difference between master and 
pupil when the textbook has been 
Communism in all its unrelenting 
ruthlessness.” 

“Only wishful thinking,” Mrs. 
Engel warned, “sustains the view

Lita Grey Divorce Suit Caused Hollywood Scandal; Paulette Goddard Got Quiet Mexican Divorce.

The 
comedian, now in Europe with his 
fourth wife and their four chil- 
dren, faces a hearing by the Im- 
migration Service on his morals 
and his alleged Communist sym- 
pathies if he attempts to re-enter 
the United States, his home for 
40 years, although he is still a 
British citizen. 


HOLLYWOOD, March 16. 


N Jan. 10, 1927, Lita Grey 
Chaplin pulled the pedestal 
out from under Charlie Chap- 
lin, the world’s Movie Idol No. 1. 
She did the job with a 42-page 
divorce complaint that provided 


a new high in Hollywood scandal. 


She charged, among other things, 
that he had been mentally cruel 
to her and on a couple of occa- 
sions had suggested she take her 
own life. She also accused him 
of being in love with another 
woman but never named her op- 
posite number. 


Chaplin was never able to climb 
back to the eminence he enjoyed 
before the suit of his second child 
wife. He made pictures that were 


Almost from the beginning of 
the marriage in November, 1924, 
Hollywood scented something 
strange about the union. The 
wedding, a dreary affair which 
Was graced by the presence of 


of Empalme, near Guaymas, Mex- 
ico. Reporters—and the romance- 
loving inhabitants of Guaymas— 
thought it very peculiar that the 
comedian went fishing the after- 
noon of his wedding—alone. 


On his return from Mexico the 
newlywed actor seemed anything 
but a happy man. When he, his 
16-year-old bride and their party 
left his private car at the whistle 
stop of Shorb to motor the rest 
of the way to Los Angeles, Chap- 
lin was glum, taciturn and ready 
to snarl at everyone. 


During their marriage, Lita 
gave birth to two childrep. Char- 
lie Chaplin Jr. was born on June 
28, 1925. A second son, Sydney, 
was born March 30, 1926. 

Meanwhile, the marriage was 
going from bad to worse. Charlie 
and Lita were on different mental 
levels. She didn’t understand his 
friends, he despised her friends. 

In addition, Lita never quite 
forgave him for replacing her as 
leading lady in “The Gold Rush” 
with Georgia Hale immediately 
after their marriage. 

The inevitable break-up came 
late in 1926, topped by the sensa- 
tional divorce complaint. 

Besides containing explosive 
charges, the complaint gave some 
hint of the fortune Charlie had 
coined out of the Little Tramp 
character with the aid of Amer- 
ican ingenuity and industry. It 
1 his assets at approximately 
$16,000,000. 

Chaplin, then busy with produc- 
tion of “The Circus,” was en 
route to New York on business 
when the storm broke. His law- 
yers and Lita’s had been bicker- 
ing for weeks over a marriage 
settlement and when he left he 


had no reason to believe the nego- 
tiations wouldn’t continue.

“I married Lita Grey,” he said, 
“because I loved her and, 
many other fool men, I loved her 
more when she wronged me and 
I am afraid I still love her.” 

Haggling, more charges and 
countercharges stretched out over 
the next eight months. 

Finally both sides came to an 
agreement. Lita obtained a di- 
vorce Aug, 22, 1927, on the single 
ground of mental cruelty; Charlie 
settled for a $600,0000 cash pay- 
ment to Lita and, a $200,000 trust 
fund for the boys and yielded 
their custody to Lita. :
